Whereas, having received due no¬ 
tice and Information that a vacancy 
exists In the office of Judge of the 
Circuit Court for the Judicial Circuit 
composed of the counties of Pocahon¬ 
tas and Greenbrier, caused by resig¬ 
nation of Charles 8. Dice. 

Now, Therefore. I, John J. Corn- 
well, Governor of the State of West 
Virginia, In pursuance of the author¬ 
ity vested In me as Governor of said 
State by section fou. of chapter four 
of the Code of 1918, do hereby direct 
i that an election be held and conduct¬ 
ed at all election precincts in said 
Judicial Circuit on Tuesday the 5th 
day of Movember, 1918, for the pur¬ 
pose of electing a Judge of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court for the said Twentieth 
Judicial Circuit to till the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of said 
Charles S. Dice, and the election 
officers shall ascertain, make return, 
declare and certlfly the result of said 
election as prescribed by law.

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HILLSBORO SCHOOLS 

The Little Levels District High 
School and Graded School opened 
September 23rd. The enrollment of 
the junior high and high school was 
65 the first day. There will be sev- 
al students to come in later. Those 
students who have not entered yet 
should enroll as soon as possible. A 
week or two at the beginning of 
school means a great deal to the 
student, and the one who stays out 
runs a great risk of failure because of 
the disadvantage It places on him. 
So don’t stay out unless It Is abso¬ 
lutely Impossible to come. 

Students who have had three 
years of high school work should 
come to Hillsboro and take the nor¬ 
mal training work which will entitle 
them to a first grade certificate good 
for three years and renewable. 

Mlaa Bertha Plymale of Hunting- 
ton, Is In charge of the Home Econo¬ 
mies work of the school. 

The graded school had an enroll¬ 
ment of 89 which makes a total of 
154 In grades and high school. There 
are enough pupils In and around Hills¬ 
boro to increase the enrollment to 
to 260. Parents should encourage 
children or compel them to take ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunities afforded 
them by the school. If parents wfll 
cooperate with the teacher's In this 
respect the enrollment will Increase 
far beyond anything It has ever 
attained. 

The work of organization the first 
day has started off very well, and we 
invite the parents to visit the school 
and get acquainted with Its work 
and to work with us and then see 
the result.

Dear Aunt Fannie: 

1 received vour letter this eve; we* 
glad to hear rrom you sure, for It w$s 
the first letter I have gotten since 
three days before leaving Richmond. 

Well, you said tell you about my¬ 
self. It Is very little I know about 
myself, believe me. Although I 
am in the 380th Co. of the Tank 
Corps as a replacing bunch, there 
isn’t but 82 men In the Co., and every 
battalion that goes across is filled up 
from the replacing Co. if the whole 
Battalion Isn’t fit to go. 

We don’t get anything here but 
infantry drill eight hours per day, 
but go to England to learn the way 
to handle tanks. We may go any day 
and it way be a good while, Lord 
only knows. 

You ask If the Tanks were tl* 
things that went in front on the bat¬ 
tle line. Well, they qertalnly are. 
They are the most dangerous piece 
of flghtfhg a i*>)dter can do. That f* 
why It is a higher branch than avia¬ 
tion. But I say one thing, if I ever 
do get to the front In one I expect to 
get my share of Germans If they do 
get me. Every man who goes in this 
service Is put before a man and asked 
if you want to fight or stay here? 
Believe me, that guy asks you ques¬ 
tions that show you up as a real cow¬ 
ard or a real tighter. Well you know 
I dldn.t want to be marked yellow. 
He is known as a personnel officer. 

The Tank Corps^uts out a maga¬ 
zine that can tell you more about it 
than I, so I will send you one in a 
day or so. 

Well 1 don’t know anything to say, 
so will close hoping to hear soon. 
Oh yes, If you find It handy to send 
eats, believe me I can eat them for 
we have to eat I 11 the bread line and 
never get any seconds. I haven’t 
seen a bite of sugar since I left Rich¬ 
mond, either. Of course I don’t go 
hungry as long as I don’t go broke, 
but 1 am liable to get another pay 
day.
